USMC LTC William (Rich) Higgins is currently located in the 
area bonded by Anan and two reservoirs located immediately north 
of Hill 1006.. See copy of map at ENCLOSURE 2. Higgins is in 
better physical and mental shape than he has ever been since the 
beginning of his captivity. He is treated as well as can be 
expected under the circumstances, and more importantly, he has a 
" [jet. t e r h a n d 1 e " o n t he t h o u g h t p r o c e s s e s of h i s c a p t o r s . I h e 

captors remain tired and drained from this episode. They are 
somewhat disgruntled with instructions being received front Iran. 
They have an attitude of, "Easy for you (Iran) to say." The 
captors are taking advantage of the reigning confusion in an 
effort to move Higgins -from the reservoir area to the Beirut 
International Airport., They will soon be in Syrian held 
territory.. See ENCLOSURE 2 (map) that reflects the ultimate 
destination as being 15 miles northwest of the reservoir area. 

The implementation Israeli Voice Intercept /D:l recti on finding 
procedures can allow ion a determination o-f Higgins location 
during his journey north. If he *is intercepted his release will 
b e a c c o m p 1 i s h e d e a s i 1 y a n d q u i c k 1 y ; t h e c a p t o i- s a r e 
subconsciously weary of this burden.
